I, William C. Maloney, hereby declare as follows: 

1. I am over 18 years of age and am fully competent to testify to the matters set forth 
herein. I am currently employed by Key-Trak, Inc. (Key-Trak) and was employed by Key-Trak at 
the time the invention disclosed and claimed in the above referenced patent application (the 
Patent Application) was conceived. I have reviewed and understand the contents of specification 
of the Patent Application, including the claims. 



2. I am one of the joint inventors of the subject matter disclosed and claimed in the 
Patent Application. 
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3. The Patent Application was filed on October 10, 2003, claiming priority to a 
provisional patent application filed on October 10, 2002, and I was named as an inventor. 

4. During my employment with Key-Trak, I collaborated with Robert T. Brockman. 
This collaboration resulted in the conception of the invention disclosed and claimed in the Patent 
Application. 

5. When I executed the original declaration in the Patent Application, it was my 
understanding that Mr. Brockman was also going to execute a similar, but separate, Declaration 
as joint inventor since he resided in another city.
